Woman’s Club Part Of Mission 
Beli Restoration 

By Phyllis Chapman 

.Sierra Madre Woman's Club is one of the clubs sponsoring the restoration of 
mission bells that once marked El Camino Real or the King’s Highway. This was 
California’s first road. It linked the 21 California Missions from San Diego to San 
Francisco Solano which were spaced a stiff day’s march apart. 

As development of the land mushroomed El Camino Real disappeared in most 
places and today it is not possible to trace the road. In 1905 the California Federa¬ 
tion of Women’s Club embarked on a project to place bells to mark the route of the 
missions. They were also some of our earliest road markers along that 650 mile 
stretch of land. 

Over the years most of the bells were vandalized or stolen and only 115 of those 
original bells still exist. Last year the California Federation of Women’s Clubs began 
a project to replace the bells and to have a total of 450 along the route of the padres 
by the y ear 2(K)0, when California celebrates its Sesquicentennial. 

Each club which sponsored a bell was asked to contribute $500 and this was the 
donation made by Sierra Madre Woman’s Club. Each bell of cast-iron costs $10(X). 
Fhe auto club of Southern California provided matching funds to the donated mon- 
ey. 

A dedication for five new bells was held on October 30 at the San Gabriel Mis¬ 
sion. Four mayors and other dignitaries attended. Mistress of Ceremonies was Kim 
Baldonado. aw ard w inning channel 4 newscaster. She was bom in the city of San 
Gabriel and attended school there. Other guests were Victoria Duarte Cordova, a 
12th generation Californian, whose family owned Rancho Duarte which later be¬ 
came the city of Duarte. AFso Ernie Salas, Garieleno Indian Spiritual Leader who 
spoke to the group. The San Gabriel High School Band, wearing bright uniforms, 
replicas of clothes wont by early Californians, provided several selections, includ-

A bell, placed at the Mission, was dedicated that day. The bells hang on an iron 
crook resembling a Franciscan padre’s walking staff. Father Dennis Gallo, pastor 
of the Mission, gave the closing blessing and then the bells in the Mission’s campa¬ 
nile were rung. 

Among members of the Sierra Madre Woman’s Club attending that day was Pres¬ 
ident Phyllis Harris who was presented a proclamation on behalf of the club for their 
donation. Gov. Pete Wilson, who was unable to attend the dedication, sent a letter 
of congratulations. The first Spanish mission was established in 1967 in Loreto, 
Baja California. Wilson stated that he hoped at some time an international heritage 
corridor could be established from Loreto to San Francisco Solano with identify ing 
bells.

“Routine testing for damage—with a simple test from 
one to four times a year- by patients’ physicians and 
clinical staff can be critical to avoiding amputations,” 
added Perry.

Avoid extreme temperatures-do not use hot water 
bottles or heating pads on your feet. 

Wash feet daily with warm, soapy water, and dry 
them well, especially between the toes. 

Use a moisturizing cream or lotion daily, but avoid 
between the toes. 

Do not use acids or chemical com removers. 

Do not perform “bathroom surgery” on corns, calluses 
or ingrown toenails. 

Trim your toenails carefully and file them gently. 

Contact your physician immediately if your foot be¬ 
comes swollen, is painful or if redness occurs. 

Learn all you can about diabetes and how it can af¬ 
fect your feet. 

Always wear socks and shoes. Don’t wear damaged 
shoes and socks. Buy good walking shoes. 

Before wearing shoes, make sure nothing is inside 
them. Wear socks without any wrinkles, folds or holes. 
Change socks at least once during the day. Wear socks 
to bed to keep feet warm.

Homeless 
Rights Vs. 
Health Hazard

Aicadia's City Council meeting drew up enough con¬ 
troversy over the budget that when Ordinance #2081 was 
ititioduced unanimously after midnight, not many people 
noticed. 

The ordinance precludes camping and storage on 
public property, including streets. City parks, and the 
Civic Center area. Exceptions are provided for certain 
approved activities, repair or maintenance equipment, 
and materials utilized for valid first amendment purposes 
tied to a specific meeting at the Civic Center. So who is 
not excepted? Well, homeless people, for starters. 

The language of the ordinance is similar to one in 
Santa Ana recently sustained by the California Supreme 
Court ( l obe v. Santa Ana). The Court held that the or¬ 
dinance was valid on its face, did not impermissibly 
lestrict the right to travel, did not penalize status, and was 
not unconstitutionally vague or overbroad. 

Hie Court’s opinion was called into question by at 
least one audience member Tuesday night, who said, 
“Does not penalize status?! Who else (other than home¬ 
less people) stores their belongings on public land?” 

The City faces a growing number of situations where 
persons using public property for the purposes of tem¬ 
porary housing are infringing on the rights of citizens, 
according to Captain Dave Hinig, who writes that such 
usage, “limits access to such property by the public at 
large and is inconsistent with the uses for which these 
areas are intended.” 

In addition to public right of way issues, the Police 
Department has cited public health hazards resulting 
from public encampments, such as vermin infestation 
and human waste. 

Two recent situations required the use of Maintenance 
Services personnel to remove extensive amounts of dis- 
cauled material from City sidewalks and easements, and 
City personnel removed nearly a full dumptruck of 
refuse in order to restore the use of the sidewalk. Hinig 
calls such incidents “representative of several matters we 
have had to address.” 

On the subject of balancing the needs of different 
segments of the community, Hinig notes, “We assist in 
finding temporary housing and shelter whenever pos¬ 
sible for those in need. However, when the conduct of a 
small segment of the population infringes upon the right 
of all persons in the public realm to enjoy free access and 
use of publicly owned parks and property, then we must 
have a regulatory ordinance to govern unreasonable 
conduct.”

job. Every program we 
have benefits somebody. I 
can’t please everybody, 
and I don’t intend to.” 

Kelly called the budget 
“bare-bones” and said that 
since 1992-93, the City 
had cut the equivalent of 
12 positions. In response 
to a comment that Mon¬ 
rovia didn’t have a budget 
crisis, Harbicht said, “We 
have more police officers 
and more firefighters on 
duty. Monrovia has seven 
parks; we have 18. Mon¬ 
rovia has six tennis courts; 
Arcadia has 19. 
Monrovia’s library is 
13,000 square feet; Ours is 
48,000. Monrovia has 
$334 million in taxable 
sales. We have $438 mil¬ 
lion. We have $14 million 
in CRA debt to finance our 
redevelopment projects. 
They h,.. ^ T ! ’' " 

We offer extremely high 
levels of service, and we 
do it with a low tax rate.” 

The first cut up for dis¬ 
cussion was the elimina¬ 
tion of a Code Services 
Officer, which would 
change code enforcement 
from proactive to reactive. ^ 
An officer recently left. 
This cut was made unani¬ 
mously. Councilmember 
Mary Young called the cut 
“A natural” since they 
would have to merely not 
fill a position, as opposed 
to cutting a current em¬ 
ployee. 

The decision of whether 
to cut $72,000 from the li¬ 
brary budget was a tough 
one. Dr. Sheng Chang 
said, “I just don’tthink it’s 
worth it.” The cut will 
probably result in the 
library’s being closed on 
Fridays. Young said, “I 


think it should be made. If 
we get more revenue, it's 
one of the first things that 
can be put back” Mayor 
Pro Teni Gary Kovacic 
said, “This really hurts. 
The library is a true gem 
for the City, but I've come 
to the conclusion that 
we’re in a crisis mode.” 
The cut to the librar y was 
approved, 3-2, with Chang 
and councilmember Bar¬ 
bara Kuhn dissenting. 

On a 4-1 vote, with 
Chang opposed, it was de¬ 
cided to close Wilderness 
Preserve four days during 
the week for eight months 
out of the year. 

The first item to survive 
the budget cuts was the 
Senior Program Specialist 
in the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. Young, Chang, and 
Harbicht opposed the cut, 

was another controversial 
topic. At $140,000 annu¬ 
ally, it was the largest po¬ 
tential savings on the 
agenda. It was also one 
that the City had ap¬ 
proached the Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School District about 
re g a r4 i n g, „p o,o rgli v e 
funding. Said Harbicht. 
“The school board didn’t 
have much interest in con¬ 
tinuing it.” Young con¬ 
curred, “That’s right; they 
had no interest.” Kovacic 
moved to keep the 
D.A.R.E. program intact, 
and it stays intact, with 
Harbicht and Young in 
opposition. Pl'A Council 
President Kathy Kimball 
was “Pleasantly surprised" 
so see D.A.R.E. retained.”

The Arcadia City Coun- 
cil made good Tuesday 
night on its pledge to not 
let the budget sit for an¬ 
other six months, making 
cuts which will total in the 
neighborhood of $300,000 
annually. 

One possible solution 
on the agenda was giving 
residents the option to vote 
in the Spring on a utility 
tax increase. An increase 
from 5% to 6% would pro¬ 
vide an extra $700,000 
annually. Mayor Robert 
Harbicht, however, has 
made it clear that he con¬ 
siders it “irresponsible 
government” to leave 
alone an imbalanced bud¬ 
get in the hopes that the 
utility tax will pass. 

Harbicht called it “an 
exciting time” in Arcadia, 
and pointed to three new 
hotels and new restaurants 
coming into town, which 
will provide increases in 
tax revenue. There’s 
roughly a two-year pipe¬ 
line before the City will 
realize proceeds from the 
hotels. 

Community Communi¬ 
cations was a busy section 
of the agenda, as several 
residents pleaded for their 
favorite programs to re¬ 
main untouched, from 
Recreation (“If we cut a 
recreation person, that im¬ 
pacts the programs, and 
we’re cutting muscle, not 
fat”) to D.A.R.E. or cross¬ 
ing guard funding, which a 
wide PTA contingent 
showed up to oppose, such 
as Kathy Kimball, PTA 
Council President, who 
said, “Parents will tell you 
we need more crossing 
guards, not fewer.” Lee

Segal, reading a letter from 
husband Mickey, of the 
Arcadia Educational 
Foundation, said, “Our 
City has not supported 
youth as the real future of 
our community.

Segal called for the utility 
tax increase instead of fur¬ 
ther serv ice cuts. 

In diametric opposition, 
however, was resident 
Lyle Wilson, who com¬ 
mended Harbicht for dis¬ 
cussing the positive as¬ 
pects of Arcadia’s eco¬ 
nomic future, and also for 
saying at October’s second 
council meeting that there 
needed to be a reality 
check. Wilson, who has 
been pressing for budget 
cuts for the past several 
months, said, "1 don’t be¬ 
lieve the way to cure this is 
to run off and have another 
tax, or tax increase. Let’s 
look at excessive expendi¬ 
tures of City funds.'’ 

Gino Roncelli called the 
City’s salary “top-heavy” 
(which City Manager Bill 
Kelly later disputed), and 
said, “There are still 38 
people here making over 
$100,000 a year. Start at 
City Hall, then go to a util¬ 
ity tax if it’s needed.” 

Theresa Cohen, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of the 
D.A.R.E. program, read 
her daughter Natalie’s es¬ 
say, “1 Promise to Say No 
to Drugs,” which she 
called “proof positive that 
D.A.R.E. does get the 
message across.” 

Before the coun- 
cilmembers got into spe¬ 
cifics, Mayor Harbicht 
said, “This is not an easy

partment (management) 
unanimously, except for 
the secretarial cut, which 
Chang opposed. 

One proposed cut 
which was narrowly 
averted was the school 
crossing guard program, 
with Harbicht and Young 
favoring cutting the pro¬ 
gram. With Chang and 
Kovacic vocally opposed 
to cutting the program. 
Barbara Kuhn’s was the 
swing vote. When she 
said, “I don’t have enough 
information to cut it,” the 
Council moved on without 
taking a vote on the issue. 
That was the last of the 
cuts, which totaled just 
over $300,000 annually. 
Lyle Wilson, one of the 
community’s more out¬ 
spoken proponents of bud¬ 
get cuts, said, “1 think they 
did an excellent job.” On 
the subject of the utility tax 
increase, staff was directed 
to bring back a report with 
various alternatives for a 
measure that could possi¬ 
bly be placed on the ballot, 
taking into consideration 
such issues as a sun.set 
clause and whether funds 
could be earmarked for 
any specific purpo.se.

The Arcadia Apaches 
scored on their first five 
possessions and racked up 
a 35-6 third quarter lead 
against the Pasadena Bull¬ 
dogs, then held on to win 
after Pasadena scored two 
late touchdowns. The win 
will likely put Arcadia into 
the Pacific League play¬ 
offs as at least a #3 seed, 
and will likely keep Pasa¬ 
dena out, barring a final- 
week victory over what 
looks to be a very impres¬ 
sive Muir team. Still, last 
year’s Bulldogs looked 
awesome against Muir af¬ 
ter falling behind early, 
and Pasadena’s ground 
game and defense will at 
least give them a spoiler’s 
chance.
